any other city or town in Middlesex | 


county, which is highly creditable to 
parents, pupils and the Truant Officer. 
Consideration of the character of a 
large share of our population, that is, 
the necessity of constant labor by the 
heads of families to provide decently 
for the members, would naturally lead 
one to the conclusion that the percent 
of our school attendatce would be 
much below the average in the county, 
whereas, it stands at the head. This 
is, indeed, gratifying. 

The records also show that Truant 
Officer Mulkeen has seut fewer refrac. 
tory childreu to reformatories during 
his long service in that position than 
officers in other cities and towns around 
Boston. He has a better way of deal- 
ing with truants and disobedient 
scholars, the fruit of which is, that he 
se!dom sends one away to become an 
inmate of public reformatory institu. 
tioos. In brief, he mixes common 
sense and authority toyether, tempers 
the compound with kindness, and the 
good results are as stated above. 

Otficer Mutkeeo’s present report is 
entirely satisfactory.

MILITARY DiSCIPLIN 


A Little Passage Retween a German 
Colonel and a Lieutenant, 

The noted soldier and historian Theo 
lore Ayrault Dodge was educated In 
Berlin, and at a dinner party, apropos 
of Germany military discipline, he 
once said 

“The German soldier must never ap 
pear in public except In uniform. Even 
when he fs on furlough be must not 
under any circumstances wear civilian 
dress, 

“Well, Swartz, a young Heutenant of 
cavalry, during my residence In Berlin 
was one day engaged in some adven 
ture or other and put on, to disguise 
himself, a sult of black cloth. Dressed 
in this sult, he was passing down an 
unfrequented street when he came face 
to face with his colonel, 

“Detected in so grave a misdenies net 
Swartz proved himself the possessor 
of a resourceful mind. He sald to the 
colonel In a bass voice different from 
his own: 

“‘Can you tell me, sir, where Lieu 
tenant Swartz lives? Tam his brother 
from the country, and I have come on 
to pay him a visit.’ 

“The colonel readily and politely gave 
the required information and passed 
on. 

“The lieutenant congratulated him 
self on his escape. He hurried home 
and put on his uniform, Duty Inte 
that afternoon called him before the 
colonel again. He saluted with con- 
fidence. The colonel regarded him odd 
ly. 

“‘Lieutenant Swartz,’ he said, ‘I 
wish you'd tell your brother from the 
country that if he pays you another 
visit I'll] put him In close confinement 
for ten days.’ " 


THE FIRST RAILWAYS. 


When Sixteen Miles an Hour Made 
the Passengers Dissy. 

In 1830, when the rallway was open 
ed between Liverpool and Manchester, 
the Liverpool terminus was at Wap 
ping. Lime street tunnel was not com 
pleted until about six years later, 

At first the service consisted of three 
trains each way on week days and two 
on Sundays, but this was soon found 
to be insutticient. After Lime street 
station was opened there were six first 
class trains and six second class trains 
each way on week days and two of 
each description on Sundays, The Jour 
ney of thirty-one miles occupied near 
ly two hours, which led to complaluts 
that the speed was too great to be 
pleasant and caused dizziness, On the 
other hand, sanguine expectations were 
Indulged in that in course of time the 
average rate of traveling would be at 
least double the ordinary speed of the 
swiftest conveyances drawn by horses 
It was anticipated that the general 
adoption of rallways would lead to “a 
vast decrease in the consumption of 
oats and hay by the substitution of 
sieam engines in Meu of horses, and 
that portion of the soll which has hith- 
erto been allotted to the growth of 
such produce may be appropriated to 
the raising of food suitable to the hu- 
man species’’—an important considera- 
tion in the time of the corn laws. It 
could not have been foreseen that the 
railway system, so far from supersed- 
ing horses, would lead to an immense 
jnerease in the demand for them.—Liy- 
erpool Post. 


MacVeagh Adjourned the Court, 

On one occasion Wayne MacVeagh 
succeeded in adjourning the supreme 
court before the usual hour. Mr. Mac- 
Veagh never remained in Washington 
overnight if he could help It, and on 
this occasion he greatly desired to take 
the 4 o'clock train for Philadelphia. 
Although talking to the court he kept 
his eye on the clock and at 3:45, giv- 
ing himself just enough time to reach 
the station, he ceased his argument 
and said: “May it please your honors, 
I move that the court do now adjourn. 
I want to catch the 4 o'clock train for 
home.” The cool audacity of the re- 
quest seemed to paralyze the justices, 
but the chief justice made the custom- 
ary order without a protest, and Mr. 
MacVeagh got his train. 

Majesty of the Law. 

A great deal is said of the majesty 
of the law, and a sonorous phrase has 
been coined to express it, but its majes 
ty resides in the sternness, prompt 
ness, {mpartiality and fearlessness with 
which laws are enforced and the au 
thority of the courts vindicated. If the 
law bas ever been brought Into con 
tempt It has been done by no act of 
eriminals or of intending offenders, but 
by the weakaoess and failures of the of 
ficers of the law and the ministers of 
justice to malntain the majesty with 
which the law should clothe them,

ft Was Known to Engineers of the 


Alexandrian School, 


The odometer, an instrument for 


measuring distance traversed in a car 
tage, is no modern Invention The 
first description of It Is to be founc 


in a fragment of a Greek treatise and 


was known to engineers of the Alex 
andrian school 
Passing to more modern days, we 


find that on Jan. 1, 1508, a book was 


published In) Nuremberg which pro 


fessed to give a “snecinet, detailed and 


positive explanation” of various sys 


tems of measurement by means of 
such an Instrument. This “divider,” 
as the author calls it, bad a wheel 


which carried in its axle an indfeator 


worked by the circular movement; at 
each turn a neediec made a stroke. 


which waa transmitted to the dial. 


This odometer, divided into 100 
equal parts, had a long hand and o 


short, Ike modern clocks, the latter 


moving ane stroke as often as its big 
brother made a complete round of the 


dial. 


Another odometer, said to haye been 
invented by Peter the Great, was 


shown at the Moscow polytechnic ex 


hibition In 1872. It was called a 


“verst counter’ and worked excel 
lently. 


WESTMINSTER HALL. 


Ite Bargain Counters, State Trials 


and Coronation Banquets. 
Westminster hall, whose old gray 
walls have seen coronation banquets 


and state trials, bsed to echo with the 


bargains driven at shops or stalls which 
at one time fringed its walls like ao 
modern Dbavaar, These were kept by 
booksellers, toy dealers, sempstresses 
and milliners. The rents and protits 
went by right to the warden of the 
Fieet. An ehgraving of the busy scene 
was made by Mosely and prints taken 
therefrom by Gravelot before 1775 
showltg how, 
In hall of Westminster, 
Sleek sempstress vends amidst the courts 
her ware

A PECULIAR COMPOUND. 


Cryostase Thaws In the Cold and 
Freeses Under Heat, 

According to a German medical jour- 
nal, very anomalous ts the conduct of 
a peculiar chemical compound known 
as “eryostase.”” This consists of a mix- 
ture in equal parts of phenol, saponin 
and camphor, with a little turpentine 
oll, 

This weird substance possesses the 
remarkable quality of becoming liquid, 
or we muy say of “thawing,” In the 
cold, and again becoming solld, or, aa 
it were, “freezing,” when heated. 

It Is true that some other bodies—as, 
for Instance, the white of an egg—pos 
sess a similar property of becoming 
solid, or cougulating, with heat, but in 
the case of these, when once the solidi 
fleation has taken place, no degree of 
cold will restore them to the lHquld 
state, whereas with cryostase the ex 
periment can be repeated and the 
process reversed any number of times. 

We have thus a substance which ab 
solutely defies all rule and precedent, 
but of whose exceptional behavior no 
satisfactory explination has as yet 
been given.

A LONG LOST CITY. 


Tanngra, the Site of the Modern 
Town of Gremada, In Greece, 
Gremada is the name of the modern 
city in Boeotia, Greece, which occupies 
the site of the ancient city of Tanagra. 
The old town was a rich and luxurious 
place, greatly renowned for the cock- 
fights that were given there. It had 
the honor of being the birthplace of 
Corinna, the great poetess of the fifth 
century before Christ, and perpetuated 
her memory by a majestic tomb, on 
which she was represented five times 
crowned in remembrance of the five 
victories which she bad gained in the 


lyrical contests with Pindar. Despite 
this comparative celebrity it appeared 
destined to the eternal sleep of forget 
fulness when after more than twenty- 
two centuries of silence chance drew 
to it the attention of archaeologists. 

In 1870 the inhabitants of the ne 
boring villages while digging in their 
flelds exposed to view 
which the l’'rench have assigned to the 
nineteenth century before the Chris- 
tian era. The discovery of these first 
sepulchers was the cause of excava- 
tions, during which a quantity of other 
tombs were discovered, all situated 
along the roads which led from the 
walls of Tanagra in the direction of 
Thebes, Chalcis, Harnia and Platae. 

Among this mass of tombs belonging 
to several centuries the most interest 
attaches to those of the fourth century 
before the Christian era on account of 
their contents. It was In these particu; 
larly that the statuettes known today 
under the name of “Tanagra figurines” 
were for the most part discovered.

smoothness and freedom from all jar 
or vibration, and, as everything—land 
sen and air—is carried along at the 
same rate as ourselves, there is nothing 
to afford us any evidence that we are 
moving at all until we make reference 
to something altogether detached from 
the earth—as sun, moon or stars—and 
even then, until reasoning and mathe 
matical calculation are brought to bear, 
it is these bodies and not 
which seem to move.

in allusion to the canvas tool bags car 
ried by mechanics of that day. 

In such a phrase as “to canvass the 
neighborhood,” the word canvass, in 
which the “s” is doubled, comes from 
the French canabasser, to sift as 
through canvas, and literally means to 


sift the neighborhood, to solicit votes 
or interest, by separating supporters 


from opponents.

Tricks of Ancient Gold Workers, 

There is a papyrus which gives 
recipes for various alloys used the 
manufacture of cups and for 
making gold and silver ink, for gilding 
and silvering and for testing the purity 
of precious metals. Other recipes 
tench the method of falsifying them 
by adding baser metals—an operation 
called diplosis, or doubling, for the 
mass of the gold and silver was dou 
bled, while thely color remained un 
changed, and, as the compiler of the 
manual remarks, a skilled workinan 
would find it diffeult or even impos 
sible to detect the fraud. The recipes 
which recur most frequently describe 
various modes of preparing asem, a 
word which originally meant a natural 
alloy of gold and silver known to the 
Greeks electrum. It was at first 
looked upon as a distinct metal, was 
considered sacred to Jupiter and was 
designated by the sign of that planet, 
but at a later period the name was ap 
plied to all alloys, and in this fact 
seems to lie the explanation of the 
ovigin of* alchemy Both gold and 
silver could be extracted from genuine 
agen, and it seemed as though it could 
be changed at the will of the operator 
into either one or the other. It could 
also be made artificially by mingling 
gold and silver, or closely imitated by 
some of the numerous alloys, eleven or 
twelve varieties of which are describ 
ed in the papyrus of Leyden,

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DEEP SEA CURRENTS 


THE GULF STREAM AND ITS COURSE 
THROUGH THE OCEAN. 


Many Irregularities Are Known to 
Occur In Both the Direction and tn 
the Velocity of This Peculiar River 
of the Atlantic. 


Seamen sometimes seem to forget 
that even the most permanent of ocean 
currents are occasionally driven out of 
their usual track by a succession of 
strong winds from one direction, and 
the fairy tales with respect to the al- 
leged vagaries of the guif stream told 
so frequently only tend to show that 
navigators rather frequently 
gard that river in the ocean as not less 
firmly fixed in velocity and direction 
than if it were flowing to the sen be 
tween banks formed by the solid earth 
of our planet. As a matter of fact, 
ever since the gulf stream first 
discovered about four centuries ago it 
was recognized by thoughtful naviga- 
tors that &xity of tenure did not and 
could not hold for that vast body of 
relatively warm water cushioned off 
from the Atlantic coast of America by 
the colder waters of the Labrador cur- 
rent even as far toward the equator as 
Florida. Were it not for the gulf 
atream, or, more accurately, the east 
ern extension thereof, the average air 
temperature in the winter would be 
not less than 20 degrees below the 
freezing point of water on a Iahren- 
heit thermometer registered at the 
Shetland Islands. As matters stand 
the presence of the relatively cold cur 
rent from the Arctic washing our 
shores, inside of the warmer gulf 
stream, closes up the harbors of New 
foundland at the same time as the gulf 
stream extension Is keeping the Nor 
wegian const clear of ice even as far 
to the northward as the North cape 
To put it another way, St. John’s, 
N. F., Is sometimes closed with 
even as late in the year as June, while 
Liverpool, which is 2 degrees farther 
to the north, has never been In that 
condition since the glacial epoch, 

In fact, it has been seriously sug- 
gested that by diverting the course of 
the gulf stream into the Pacifie, 
through the narrow neck of land join 
ing the two Americas, it would be 
quite possible to freeze out a consid 
portion of Europe. The cool 
Labrador current setting southward 
from the icy regions adjacent to the 
north pole tmpinges with greater veloc 
ity than usual upon the northern mar 
gin of the gulf stream in certain years 
Cyclonic storms traveling up from the 
southward deflect It and 
quently the gulf stream, although prob 
ably the most permanent of all the 
great ocean currents, Is not invariable 
elther in velocity or in direction. 
erally speaking, this ocean river in the 
lower latitudes of the Atlantle is driv 
en westward by the prevailing easterly 
winds acting upon the sea surface un 
til the western side of the gulf of Mex 
feo is attained. Thence it follows the 
lund till an outlet Is found through the 
strait of Florida, which, being both 
harrow and shallow, causes the veloc 
Ity of the current to increase. Thence 
It sweeps northeastward outside of the 
Labrador cool current hugging the 
coust until the banks of Newfound. 
land are reached. About there the 
gulf stream: proper is said to lose its 
identity as such, but the warm waters 
thereof are driven by the prevailin, 
westerly winds toward the United 
Kingdom, Norway and eyen Splitzber 
gen. Many irregularities are known 
to occur in both the direction and the 
velocity of the gulf stream from time 
% time, consequent on wind changes 
and variations in barometric pressure. 

Prior to the age of chronometers most 
extravagant views were put forward 
by navigators and others in a hurry to 
the effect that by the ald of an ordinary 
thermometer the longitude could be ac 
curately determined if the shipmaster 
would but trouble to take a series of 
sea surface temperatures when in the 
vicinity of the gulf stream. Similarly 
the sea surface temperature was re 
guarded in about the same geographical 
position as an infallible guide to the 
proximity of tee. Neither inference Is 
true, High temperature indicates 
tropical origin and low temperature in 
dicates polar origin generally speaking 
but beyond this it is dangerous to pred 
leate. The relatively warm water 
may be In a very abnormal position for 
the period of the year owing to natural 
causes, and a fall of 25 degress Fahren 
helt is sometimes experienced in a 
short ship’s length on the mingling 
places of the warm gulf stream and 
cold Labrador current on a beautifully 
clear day without the slightest sign of 
ice of any kind above the boundary line 
of sea and sky. Many a salling ship, 
after vainly trying to reach New York, 
has got badly iced up and run to the 
warimner waters of the gulf stream 
thaw out both her crew and her gear 
but neither the longitude nor the pres 
ence of ice can be rightly determined 
solely by the ald of sea surface tem 
peratures. Neverthelees the use of the 
sea surface thermometer {is not to be 
despised, because it is undoubtedly of 
approximate assistance in defining a 
ship's geographical position. The line 
of separation of the two currents, the 
cool Labrador and the warm gulf 
stream, is often noticeable either by 
the vivid blue of the salier gulf stream 
in close proximity to the green color 
of the fresher Labrador current or by 
the ripple ou the margin, It is said 
that a blockade runner from Wilming- 
ton, N. C., when chased by a Federal 
cruiser, managed to escape by the ob 
servation of this friendly ripple. The 
blockade runner edged into the cur 
rent more favorable for her, while the 
crulser kept in the adverse current and 
lost the prize.—American Syren and 
Shipping.

FRUIT MYSTERIES. 


The Banana In Secdless, Though No- 
body Knows Why, 

The banana is seedless, or nearly so, 
and has been for centuries, though 
nobody knows why It is propagated 
by suckers and possibly had no seeds 
when it was first found in its wild 


state. The banana is a modified berry, 
Cutting the fruit through the middle 
you will sometimes see a few littie 
brown spots, which are the rudimen- 
tary seeds. Occasionally the banana 
does actuglly produce a few seeds. 


The pineapple is seedless, being prop- 
aguted likewise from suckers and from 
slips. The eggplant, whieh is a fruit, 
botanieally speaking, is occasionally 
This plant is able to pro 
duce developed fruit whether the blos- 


seedless. 


som is fertilized or not. Horticultur- 
ists nre endeavoring at the same time 
to rid fruit plants of thorns Some 


oranges and lemons are very thorny 
for example, the high priced King 
orange, which Is the best of the man- 
darins. The first trees were brought 
to the United States from Cochin Chi- 
na. In Florida its thorniness has been 
reduced by selecting buds from the 
branches with the fewest thorns. 
Thorns are objectionable because they 
puncture the oranges and lemons 
when the branches are blown about 
by the wind. Efforts are being made 
to get rid of the thorns on raspberry 
and blackberry plants simply for con- 
venience in picking the fruit. ‘The 
thorns are meant by nature to protect 
the plant from animals, Cultivators 
select those plants which happen to 
be thornless or nearly so.

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PIGEON COURTSHIP, 


Tt Sometimes Leads to Rattles That 
Result In Death. 

On a south Jersey farm, which was 
the home of a thousand pigeons and 
which was conducted by a woman who 
had formerly been a bookkeeper in 
Philadelphia, was found one particular 
fiy and coop which was the abiding 
place of young doves that had reached 
the mating season. Purposely these 
young birds were associated together 
80 that they might select their life com 
panions. 

The interior of the walls of the coop 
were filled with boxes, and 
pigeons whitch had mated would select 
one of these boxes for their home and 
nest. 

This period of courtship is one filled 
with excitement for the birds. Two 
young pigeon cocks, having selected the 
same hen for a mate, have been known 
to fight to the death in their rivalry 
The method of combat Is peculiar. The 
beak and wings alone are used, the 
combatants catching each other with 
theif beaks by the skin of the head and 
beating each other with their strong 
wings. 

Having once chosen his mate, the 
dove, with an occasional exception, re- 
mains constant to her through life. The 
occasional instances of infidelity cause 
discord in the coop, for when one 
pigeon tires of his mate and seeks an 
other he meets a vigorous protest from 
the companion of the bird which he 
covets. When they have ngreed to 
spend their lives together Mr. and Mrs 
Dove select a box and the laying be 
gins, The parent birds may then be 
less than eight months old.—Era Mag

Priest Apparentiy Lifted a Jne of 


Water With a Feather. 

“The most startling feat I ever saw,” 
said a man who had made a study of 
Indians in varlous parts of the United 
States for his own edification, “was 
performed by the priests of the Zuni 
fribe In Arizona, or, as they were call 
ed, ‘The Ancients of Creation.” They 
seat themselves in a circle on the clay 
floor around a jar that will hold per 
haps a gallon, an enctent and sacred 
earthen vessel, which is filled with wa 
ter. The chief priest carries in his hand 
two ordinary eagle feathers, which are 
tied together at the quill ends so that 
they make a fork. Behind the circle 
of the priests are other members of the 
tribe and the musicians with their 
drums and gourds, who join the 
chants with emotion, 

“The incantations continue for sev 
eral hours, and when the participants 
and spectators are brought up to a 
proper pitch of excitement the priest 
dips the feather tips Into the water, 
lifts the jar with them and holds {t sas 
pended for a minute or two at a height 
level with his face or breast. Then he 
lowers it slowly to the ground. This 
feat is repeated several times during 
the performance. Apparently there is 
nothing In the hands of the priest but 
the feathers, and they appear to be tn 
serted into the mouth of the Jar only 
two or three Inches. Of course there is 
some trick about ft, but I was never 
able to discover it.”—Seattle Post-In-

BONE STRUCTURE, 
The Compact and the Sponay Kind 
and Their Strength. 

Bone is of two kinds, compact and 
spongy. As the result of careful ex 
periments It has been shown that com 
pact bone Is twice as strong as oak, 
considered simply as building mate 
rial. In the shaft of a long bone it is 
in reality much stronger than this, for 
it is arranged on the advantageous 
principle of the hollow pillar, which 
gives the fullest resisting power with 
the least possible expenditure of sub 
stance. 

The delicate layers and bars of 
spongy bone are arranged on the prin 
ciple of an arch, enabling very consid 
erable pressures to be resisted. It was 
found that a cubie inch of this tissue 
takes trom the lower end of the thigh 
bone and weighing only 
grains was quite uninjured by a dead 
welght of 448 pounds. 

The curved bones which roof in the 
skull are constructed to resist great 
pressure, while they check the trans 
of shocks to the brain. Ar 
in the form of a dome, they 
of compact bones, with a 
spongy layer between These are 
known as “tables’ of the skull. The 
outer and inner tables are immensely 
strong, while the middle table serves 
as a buffer by which the force of blows 
is distributed

HIS APOSTOLIC MAJESTY. 


Title of the Emperor of Austrian as 
King of Hungary. 

The title of “apostolic majesty” 
borne by the emperor of Austria 
king of Hungary. 

Hungary was ruled by dukes from 
its conquest by the Magyars to the 
year 1000, the regal title belng assumed 
first by Valk, whose education had 
been intrusted by his father, Geyza, 
who had married a Christian princess, 
to Adalbert, bishop of Prague. On suc 
ceeding his futher Vaik embraced and 
established Christianity, applied for 
end received from Pope Sylvester II. 
the title of “apostolic king,” was 
crowned as Stephen I. and afterward 
known os St. Stephen. 

The tithe was renewed by Clement 
XIIL. in 1758 and, though abolished in 
1845, was reassumed as “apostolic maj- 
esty” in 1851 and restricted in 1868 to 
the Austrian emperor in his character 
as king of Hungary. The privilege of 
being preceded by a cross bearer was 
granted with the original title.—Lon 
don Standard.

Mrs. Mabel Loomis Todd, wife of the 
Professor’ of Astronomy ot Amherst 
College, gave an illustrated talk on “An 
Eclipse Trip to the Land of Tripoli in 
1900,"" which, interesting in itself, was 
enhanced by ber wonderful power of 
description and charming manner.

“Both the man on the front end who 
looks after the safety of the passengera 
and the man on the rear who watebes 
for their comfort, have responsible places 
in the development of a street rail 
way,” said Mr, Derrah, 

“Suppose we have built a line through 
a beautiful territory which passes his 
toric places that interest every New 
Englander. Would that line remain 
popular and have the travel, if the 
motormen were careless and accidents | 
occurred with frequeney? Or would it 
retain ite popularity if the couduetora 
were discourteous and made no effort 
to assist in the enjoyment of the 
scenery ? 

“No, your metormen must be careful 
and your conductors courteous in order 
that the line may retain its popularity, 
What ts more retreshing to the passenger 
on a troiiey car who is making a day's 
trip than to find a conductor who points) 
out the historic places and has a word | 
of information here and there. 

“Don't you think also that it must 
make a passenger feel distinctly at his 
ease when he notes the fact that the 
motorman starts his car without a jerk 
that throws him back in hia seat?’ 
asked Mr. Derrah | 

The speaker went on to describe the 
development of the street railway from 
the time the idea was first conceived 
when the mule bobtail came into ex- 
istence to the present palatial parlor 
car which is to be seen running through 
the streets of to-day. Each develope- 
ment was illustrated with large stere- 


opticon views 

From the development Mr. Derrah 
turned bis attention to ao interesting 
description of what could be seen in a 
day's trolley trip. He took his audience 
in their imagination to several of the 
beautiful parks on the line of the Bos- 
ton & Northern Railway, turned = sud- 
denly and brought them through the 
wooda, then by the side of a beautiful 
river, now into Salem, Marblehead and 
Lynn where he showed the places in 
which history had been made, then to 
the beach and to the shore from which 
grand views of old ocean could be 
obtained here and there, 

There were many amongst the audi 
ence who noted with surprise that they 
hadn't thought about the beauty possi- 
bilities along the lines shown by Mr. 
Derrah. At the conclusion he was plied 
with questions. |

Superintendent. 


{From the Springfield Republican of Nov. 15, 1004.) 


These fall weeks, with the renewed | 
activities of teachers and pupils, bring! 
into prominence the work of the Super- 
intendent of Schools. By reason of the! 
vital interests of popular education and | 
the weighty responsibilities committed | 
to these officials, no educational service, 
not even that of the heads of universi- 
ties and colleges, shouid be regarded aa 
more potent in determining the trend} 
of national fife. This service is for the} 
most part rendered with courage, intelli 
gence and consistent devotion to duty, 
and in many instances by men of con- 
spicuous ability and force of character. | 

It is wise policy for any community | 
to emphasize the value and dignity of} 
the office of its superintendent of public 
instruction, and to furnish the conditions | 
that make for effective and untram-| 
meled service. Such an attitude is de- 
manded by merely monetary eonsidera- 
tions. The Superintendent is paid—and | 
rightly so—a large salary; in many towns 
aud cities the largest of any official. It 
is poor economy to require him to spend 
any considerable portion of time in 
routine clerical duties, or to devote his} 
energy in combating factional quarrels | 
or political intrigues in the Schoo! Com-| 
mittee, | 

On the higher ground of the better- | 
ment and well-being of our public} 
school system the argument for granting 
large powers and liberty of action to | 
the Superintendent is still stronger. | 


The scheme of popular education is| 
now become 80 complex and involves so 
many delicate relations between parents, 
pupils and teachers, that executive) 
ability of the highest order is needed | 
for its proper direction. Kuowledge of | 
child nature and development, compre-| 
hension of social and industrial condi- | 
tions, and insight into our national needs 
are required for the formulation of right | 
courses of study and wise supervision of |

THE HEART MUSCLES. 


How They Do Their Work and Why 
They Never Tire. 

It is generally supposed that the 
heart is an organ which never takes a 
rest. But this is not so. The muscles 
of the heart are not Incessantly work- 
ing. The heart contains four cham- 
bers—two upper, called the auricles, and 
two lower, the ventricles. In the beat- 
ing of the heart the auricles first con- 
tract and force the bloed into the ven 
fricles; they then relax while the ven- 
tricles repeat the process. Then fol- 
lows a pause, during which the heart 
\s perfectly at rest. 

The contraction of the auricles takes 
one-fifth of the time between one beat 
and the next, the contraction of the 
ventricles two-fifths and the pause two- 
fifths, so that the heart is really rest- 
ing two-fifths of its time. Sleep also 
alds in relieving the muscles of the 
heart, as It considerably diminishes 
the rapidity of its action. 

This alternation of rest and activity 
endows the heart muscles with their 
capacity for untiring work. 


Sacred Mountains In Japan,

the land situated on the tops of high, 
precipitous mountains. This is because 
every mountain in that country is dedi- 
cated to some deity who is believed to 
be its guardian.

FIRE AND THE SKIN. 


Why the Action of Hent Causes the 
Cuticle to Turn Red. 
Blushing is the effect of the action 
of radiated heat on the nerves control 
ling the small blood vessels of the skin 
These tiny vessels are normally in a 
state of moderate contraction; under 
exposure to heat they relax and be 

come distended with blood 

In regard to exposure to direct heat 
the reddening of the skin, together 
with the uncomfortably warm feeling 
accompanying it, may be looked upon 
as one of the useful little “danger sig- 
nals” with which we are surrounded, 

Persons who from any cause have 
lost their susceptibility, as is the case 
in some forms of paralysis, may ex- 
pose a limb to heat until serious in- 
jury results. 

The reason that the face chiefly 
flushes is that, in the ordinary position 
hear a fire, it is most directly exposed 
to the rays of heat, while most of the 
body is shielded by clothing. Moreover, 
the nerves of the face are particularly 
sensitive in this respect, and the skin 
there is more abundantly furnished 
with blood vessels.

INAUGRATION DAY. 


It has been announced that Mayor- 
elect Lawrence Reade is to be inaugu- 
rated into the office of Mayor of Wo- 
burn, to which he waa elected on the 


13th of this month by a larger major- | 


ity than any candidate before him has 
ever received, on next Monday after- 
noon, Jan. 2, 1905, the same to be fol 
lowed by organization of the new city 
government, election of certain officers, 
ste. 

It would vot be surprising it con- 
siderable pomp should characterize the 
eeremonies of Mr. Reade’s induction 
into the honorable office of Mayor, for. 
while not a vain man at all, but, on the 
contrary, commendably modest, he i+ 
not in the habit of hiding the light of 
his candle under a bushel, as the 
Biblical saying is, but, rather, to let it 
shine before men. It is fair to presume 
that whatever opportunities the occa- 
sion offers for impressing on the minds 
of the people the importance and 
dignity of the office and of its incum- 
bent will not be allowed to pass un- 
improved by our new Chief Executive 
at the Inaugural services next Monday. 

Considerable interest and no little 
curiosity prevails in the public mind 
asto what Mayoa Reade’s Inaugural 
Address may contain anent certain live 
questions with which it will become bis 
daty to deal during bis administration 
of city affairs. The Address may in- 
dicate partially, at least, how widely, 
if at all, he will depart from the gen- 
eral administrative course of his hon- 
orable predecessor in the Mayor's 
chair; what bis views are respecting 
certain moral questions, and the execu- 
tion of certain laws which are regarded 
vital to the welfare and best interests 
of our city ; and what promises he will 
make in this first official utterance of 
his 

There can be no doubt of Mr. 
Reade’s desire and inteation to give 
Woburn a cleau, honest and able city 
government next year according to his 
lights; and perhaps his Inaugural may 
disclose something of the character of 
them; therefore, it will be listened to 
with more than ordinary interest and 
curiosity. 

And, Mr. Reade, don’t make it too 
long—'bile it down.” 


HIGHWAYS. 


It is to be hoped that Mr. Reade, as 
Mayor, or Chairman, exofficic, of the 
Board of Public Works, will inaugurate 
a new system for dealing with our city 
highways. There is sore need of it. 

The system, or utter lack of one, has 
for years past given Woburn poorer 
roads than are found anywhere else in 
this part of the State, which fact bas 
had uo slight influence in creating and 
perpetuating the unenviable reputation 
which the city has abroad. This is 
not the fault of the street authorities, 
for they have been able to use only the 
tools and means furuished, but is due 
wholly to want of a proper system of 
road building and repairing. 

Winchester, Medford, Arlington, and 
other nearby municipalities, furnish 
good examples of how this work should 
be done, and Woburn ought to learo 
profitable lessons from them. ‘* Patch- 
ing” of our highways, we hope, will 
cease with Mayor Reade’s administra- 
tion, and from our koowledge of him 
and his business methods we conclude 
that the hope may result in fruition. 

A town or city is largely judged by 
the character of its streets, by its out- 
ward appearance, ss people are 
judged; which being true, no one 
wonders at Woburu’s unsavory repute. 
When a scientific system of highway 
building is adopted by this city, and the 
work done on scientific plans, then our 
people can look other people in the 
face, and boast of the excellence of 
their roads. It is up to Mayor Reade 
to accomplish this.

SroTron 7. For the purpose of obtain 
ing the information calted for by this} 
act, the chief of said bureau «shall ap 
point census enumerators for excl ty} 
and town in the Commonwealth, pro 
vided, that for the enumerat of the 
inhabitants and legal voters at least one) 
person shall be appointed and compen 
sated in each city and town; and pro 
vided, further, that every person ap 
pointed as an enumerator shail be an | 
inhabitant of the city or town in whieh 
be is to perform the duty required, 
aniess a properly qualified inhabitant 
Cannot be found to undertake the work, 
in which case a non-resident may be 
appointed. 

Srorion 8 The Mayor and Aldermen 
of cities and the Selectmen of towns 
Dit¥y Hominate twice as many persons as 
there are enumeratora to be appointed 
in each city and town, aud of the per 
Sons thus nominated there shall be 
appointed as enumerators, under the} 
provisions of this act, those found best 
qualified for the work, as determined 
by such rules and tests as the said chief 
may fix, subject to the approval of the 
Civil Service Commissioners of the Com 
monwealth Ii case the Mayor and 
Aldermen or Selectmen do not nominate 
a sufficient number of persons thus 
found to be properly qualified, within 
thirty days atter being requested to do 
so, then the said chief may appoint, 
subject to such tests as to qualifications 
as are herein provided for, the additional 
number required. 

Seotion 20. There shall be allowed 
and paid out of the treasury of the 
Commonwealth to each enumerator em 
ployed under the provisions of this act, 
the sum of three dollars for each day of 
nine hours actually employed in said 
service; and the account of each enumer 
ator so employed shali be sworn to, aad 
shall be paid on the approval of the 
chief of said Bureau. Before payment 
to an enumerator the returns of such 
enumerator shall have been examined 
and found correct and properly made. 

Applications for the position of enumer- 
ator should be made through the Mayor 
and Aldermen in cities and the Select- 
men in towns, as the Census office can- 
not consider applications of persons 
whose mames are not included in the 
list of nominees made up in accordance 
with the above provisions of the statute. 
Those persons whe have applied directly 
to the Census office should renew their 
application through the local officers. 
After the list of nominees has been re- 
ceived by the Census office, the person 
nominated will be required, under rules 
which will be furnished them, to fill 
certain blanks which will be sent them 
for that purpose and by means of which 
their qualifications for the position will 
be determined, 

Men or women of intelligence and 
good character are desired, who are in 
good health and are not physically de 
fective, who are acquainted with the 
locality in which they are to act, and 
who can write plainly. They shouid not 
be addicted to the use of intoxicating 
liquors nor connected with its sale.

East Boston Tunnel. 


opening of the East Boston tunnel | 
ingfks the third important step in the} 
dgvelopment of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company's scheme for giving 
rthe metropolitan district the most pet 
fect rapid transit system yet devised 
for any American city.

deep-sea Harbor. 

To insure perfect freedom from damp- | 
ness, automatic pumps are inustailed at 
the !owest point where the roadbed is 
something like ninety feet below the 
level of the surface of the Harbor at} 
high tide. To insure that the air shall! 
always be fresh in the long section 
between shore and shore, a large venti 
lating duct is built into the middle of 
the arched root from Atlantic Chambers, 
foot of State street, to the opening at 
Maverick Square, where the tracks com¢ 
out on to the street level. 

Throughout, the walls are whitened, | 
and at the stations they are tiled in 
white, while everything about the pas 
sage is fireproof. There are three circuits 
of electric lights throughout, so there is 
no possibility of being left in the dark} 
by the breaking down of a generator. 

It is provided by the act of the Legis- 
lature that every passenger who rides 
in the big tube shall pay the city of 
Boston a toll of one cent and that the 
Boston Elevated Company shall be the 
agent of the municipality for c¢ 
this toll, though no part of it 
the street car management. 

The Company has arranged that the 
city toll shall be collected from people 
bound toward East Boston when they 
enter the stations to take their cars, 
while those riding in the opposite direc

The common snail has lungs, heart 
and a genvert cireulation and is in 
every respect an air breathing creature. 
This notwithstanding, he ean live on 
indefinitely without inhaling the lenst 
atom of alr, that which is usually con 
sidered the essential to existence In all 
creatures supplied with lungs. 

Leppert says, “To all organized crea 
tures the removal of oxygen, water, 
hourishment and heat causes death to 
ensue.” When that statement was 
made he did not appear to consider the 
snail as one among the great host of 
“organized beings,” for the experi 
ments made by Professor Spallanzani 
prove that any or all the usual life con 
ditions can pe removed In its case with 
out terminuting Its existence or in any 
way impairing its functions, 

It is a fact well known that the com- 
mon lind snail retreats into his shell 
on the approach of frosty weather in the 
fall and that the opening or mouth of 
the shell is hermetically sealed by a 
secretion which is of na silky texture 
and absolutely impervious to air and 
water. in this condition it is plain 
that he is deprived of three out of the 
four elements of life mentioned by 
Leppert—viz, air, water and nourish- 
ment. 


AMERICAN WOMEN. 
A Phase of Their Housekeeping That 
Surprises Englishwomen,. 

A favorite fling of the Freneh at the 
English bas always been that the lat- 
ter are a nation of shopkeepers. An 
Englishwoman has called Americans

Nearly 70,000 Men WIIl Not Be Al- 
lowed to Vote. 
{From the New York Mall.) 

They have eliminated al] but 1,147 
negro votes in Louisiana, That is to 
say, by means of an educational and 
poll tax restriction which is made to 
operate against negroes and not against 
whites the boards of registry for the 
coming election have managed to pre 
vent the registration of all but that 
number of negroes. At the same time 
they have registered a white vote of 
102,728 In the state. 

There were in the state of Louisiana, 
in 1900, 147,348 negroes of voting age. 
Of these 90,262 were Illiterate. This 
would leave 57,086 black men of voting 
age who could read and write. Sup- 
posing that their number has Increased 
since 1900 by only the normal ratio, 
this lenves about 70,000 men who can

Gargoyles are quaintly formed heads, 
faces or figures in ancient times 
for decorative purposes and chiefly ap 
plied as the terminals of waterspouts 
upon roofs or gables, The rain stream 
was arranged to flow through the 
mouth, and the word gargoyle Itself 
is an attempt to imitate the “gurgling”

Gargoyles were the caricatures of 
mediaeval times. Many carved 
by monkish masons, who took the op 
portunity of handing on to posterity 
the distorted lineaments of their fel 
lows or even of thelr superiors, recog 
nizable as likenesses from some promi 
nent characteristic.
